the potteries, and this will ad I to 
the value of the ware. 
At no time during the past months 
were the smokestacks 
at 
Sebring 
standing like 
grim 
sentinels of a 
panic, and at no time have the idle 
been seen upon the streets. 
The out­ 
look at present is good for the future, 
not only in the potteries, but 
for 
building and other improvements. 


Columbus, Nov. 20—County auditors 


of Ohio have been meeting here the 


past two days considering a serious 


problem confronting them as a r*sult 


of counties going dry under the new 
local optlou law. When a county votes 
out the saloons the Dow tax, fiom 
which the auditor gets a large part 
of his compensation, la cut off, and 
unless some provision is made by the 
legislature to reimburse officials for 
this curtailment of their compensa­ 
tion, the job of auditor Is not going 
to be a very i»aying one hereafter. 
Over one-half of the state Is dry, and 
the statement is made that as a result 
of this the fees of the auditor's office« 
In the dry counties Is not now suffi­ 
cient to pay the salaries of the offi­ 
cials. 
Without giving any publicity 
of what they proposed to do, the aud­ 
itors slipped into town quietly Thurs­ 
day and lost no time In taking up the 
subject of what relief should be asked 
of the general assembly in their be­ 
half. 
The auditors are the best or­ 
ganized of any of the county officials, 
and they also 
have 
the strongest 
prestige with the legislature. A com­ 
mittee will be selected to prepare a 
report to set forth just what legisla­ 
tion is needed to enable auditors to 
get enough out of their offices to Jus­ 
tify them in holding down their Jobs. 
Since 
the 
legislature abolished the 
fee system three years ago and put 
county officials on a salary basis, each 
department being required to collect 
fees enough to cover the salaries, the 
]K>sitlou of auditor has not been very 
lucrative. 
Under the old law auditors 
were known to draw more than $t>0.- 
000 a year for their services.

V/Columbus. Nov. 20.—City 
Auditor 
Noble has received the tags for city 
automobile licenses for 1909. 
These 
will have to be used by the owners 
of automobiles In addition to the reg­ 
ular state license tags, according 
to 
city officials. 
In some quarters it &*• 
been stated that the city license would 
be done away with and only the state 
license required, but until the law is 
Interpreted otherwise the city license 
will have to bo paid. 
Auditor Noble said yesterday: ’ The 
law passed last winter does not pro­ 
hibit a municipality from governing 
its own streets, and It does not pro­ 
hibit the enforcing of an auto license 
ordinance, and I shall enforce the or­ 
dinance until I am stopped by a re- 
peal of tbe ordinance or by legisla­ 
tion.

Brush and shake flannel» free from 
dust. Make a suds in lukewarm water. 
Let the flannels soak ten minute*. 
M eanwhile, make a strong soap suds in 
a quart of warm water, using a soft 
brush to get the |oap off the cake. 
Squeeze and press the flannel in the 
soapy water; if any soiled parts appear, 
stretch the part on a smooth surface 
and rub the strong suds into the cloth 
with the brush. 
U se a wringer for 
flannels; do not twist them. 
Put flan­ 
nels through a second light suds if they 
are much soiled, always having each 
water to be used no warmer than the 
first. 
Rinse until water is clear, using 
tw o or three waters if necessary and 
adding a little soap to each water if it 
is hard. 
Stretch garments into shape 
and hang them to dry.

will need no pressing, but dress goods 
should be taken while damp and ironed 
till dry with a warm (not h ot) iron.

Peking, Nov. 20—An edict ordering 
posthum ous honors for the late dow­ 
ager em press was Issued T hursday and 
it enum erates for the fourth tim e since 
the death of her m ajesty, the program 
of reform s to which the new regim e Is 
comm itted. T hese political edicts first 
began appearing five days ago when, 
in the nam e of the em peror and the 
grand council, two decrees entailing 
upon the Infant emperor, Pu Yi, the 
carrying out of the reform s already 
inaugurated by bis predecessor w ere 
published. T hese various edicts, taken 
together, are considered to com m it the 
new regim e conclusively to a program 
of reform and progress. 
Accurate inform ation concerning the 
last days of tbe'em peror and the dow­ 
ager em press was obtained Thursday 
from officials of the palace. 
The vari­ 
ous foreign legations, in attem pting to 
determ ine the causes of the death of 
the em peror and dowager 
em press 
have abandoned the poison theory and 
have concluded th at the sym ptom s of 
the em peror indicate th a t death re­ 
sulted from neurasthenia and cardiac 
w akness, together with other com­ 
plications. 
The foreign board denies 
em phatically the rum ors th a t either of 
their m ajesties was poisoned. 
The em peror made a speech less 
than one hour before his death. 
He 
passed away during a period of the 
greatest excitem ent and confusion. H is 
native physicians had been tem porar­ 
ily dism issed under the Im pression 
th at there w as no change in the condi 
tlon of his m ajesty and th at he might 
live for some time. 
There was a sud 
den turn for the worse, however, and 
they were quickly recalled. 
They at 
once gave orders, in accordance w ith a 
custom of the im perial family observed 
for centuries past, that the em peror 
he dressed foi death and th at im perial 
yellow clay be spread over the road 
leading from the W inter palace to the 
Forbidden City. 
At the sam e tim e an 
im perial conveyance was made ready 
to convey the dowager em press to the 
death cham ber. 
The last Illness of 
the 
dowager 
em press dated from Novem ber 1. 
On 
this day the court was terrified by au 
outburst of uncontrolled tem per from 
In r. 
November 12 she suffered a par­ 
alytic stroke upon being informed of 
the precarious condition of the em­ 
peror. 
On November 13 Prince Ching 
returned from her mausoleum in the 
eastern hills, w hither she had sent 
him to make a religious offering in the 
hope of propitiating the ghost that in 
her dream s had beckoned her to follow 
him out to these hills. 
An official of 
high standing said that the em press 
lied of apoplexy and that she talked up 
to within a few hours of passing away. 
Both their m ajesties awaited the com­ 
ing of the grim reaper clad in their 
full official robes and surrounded by 
hundreds of court officials. 
It was a 
barbarous exhibition of the 
soulless 
and Inhum an formality and etiquette of 
the court. 
As soon as it was knowu throughout 
the palace th at their m ajesties were 
dead a condition of panic ensued. The 
widow of Tung Chi attem pted to com­ 
mit suicide because she could not be 
made dowager empress. There was an 
outbreak of wailing and general pande­ 
monium such as accompanied the giv 
ing of the order that th eir m ajesties 
should be glad in their im perial robes 
for death. Many of the palace eunuchs 
fled, carrying with them such valuables 
as they could lay their hands on. The 
Dowager Em press Yehonala was one of 
the few who retained presence of mind. 
She ordered that the gates be guarded 
and gave other Instructions for the 
restoration of order.
